Ballast Company, who was placed on the. 
«a.nd'by Attorney John J. Allen to tell 
ot incidents tending to show Insanity 
on the part of the accused man. 


Kahn tes'.lfled that Soderberg had of- 


ten spoken to him of his mother, and al- 
ways In terms of affection. 
He had 


saved, his ironey tha: he might bring her 
from Sweden to California and have a 
home here. When Soderberg had money 
enough ne secured the services of Kahn 
to negotiate the exchange 
at a San 


Francisco bank, and when Mrs.. Soder- 
berg was slow In coming to this country 
her son was much worried, Kahn said. 
The witness also testified that Soder- 
berg was o. faithful, 
steady 
-workman. 


Soderberg was employed as a stevedore 
by the company, which liked his work 30 
•well that he was made foreman. 


The theory of the defense Is that So- 


flerberg must have been crazy to hill his 
mother In the brutal fashion which he 
employed. »s ha had always shown her 
•much love and affection. 
This theory 


will be str-mgthened by depositions from 
his relatives in Sweden to the effect that 
his father was confined In an asylum.

Ordinance Designed to P revent 


Carrying of Deadly Weapons 


With Strong Feature. 


1R1T CUT 


CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—Crime will be de- 


creased considerably in Chicago, it is be- 
lieved, by the action taken yesterday by 
the Council 
Committee on- Judiciary. 


The aldermen voted favorably on three 
ordinances designed to put an end to tha 
carrying of deadly weapons. 


One of the ordinances obligates 
the- 


city custodian every six months to take 
all weapons that come into his possession 
and dump them into the lake at least 
five miles from shore. 
' 


Another ordinance requires dealers in 


weapons to pay a license fee of $50 a 
year and the third forbids anybody to 
carry a weapon unless he Is a sheriff, 
constable, policeman or coroner. 


Even persons with collections of weap- 


ons, 
firearms and swords; or daggers, an- 


tique or modern, must take out a license 
under these new ordinances, 


The ordinance places the ban on these 


weapons: Pistols, howie knives, metal 
knuckles, revolvers, dirks, derringers and 
slung shots. 


There Is no provision agahist 
rifles, 


shotguns or cqpnon. 


The ordinances make It unlawful to 


purchase, or own, or borrow any of these 
weapons without a license, but even with 
a license they may not be carried.

High License in San Francisco. 


The Murdock liquor license ordinance, if adopted, will doubt- 


less close up a lot of deadfalls in San Francisoc which should be 
closed; but it will also throw out of business many restaurants and, 
possibly, some of the vaudeville playhouses 
whose profits are 


largely dependent upon the receipts from the sale of fermented and 
'spirituoit.- liquors and wines between acts in the main auditorium 
anrf the bar associated therewith and with doors opening thereon. 
"Blind pi-fs" are sure to multiply, however, for that ia the invariable 
result of 'iigh license and prohibition. It is a notorious fact that in 
every prohibition State in the Union prohibition does not prohibit, 
while "blind pigs" flourish and intemperance increases. 
Maine is 


a noteworthy example. The proposed doubling of the license in 
San Francisco is, of course, a poorly concealed subterfuge resorted 
to in order to double, if possible, the municipal revenues. It is rea- 
sonable to assume that if the ordinance becomes law, as it prob- 
ably \\ill the poor man's schoorer of beer will pass into history 
and the moderately well-to-do citizen's whisky will be .more heavily 
adulterated by the rectifiers and s:ill further diluted by the retailers, 
while the plutocrat's high wine* will be 
fortified and otherwise 


doctored it the risk of running up hard against the Federal pure food 
law. 
Meantime the public generally will be indirectly paying the 


increased tax through the nose. For all that, there is no denying the 
fact that a high license and prohibition wave is sweeping at present 
over the country.

We shall see in a few weeks 
bow the Immediate struggle 'ends, but 
we have more hope In a fresh ruler 
than in any Parliament In any case, 
we sincerely trust that both,govern- 
ments will adhere to their* policy of 
keeping a ring. Neither of them needs 
a fresh and enormous expansion of ter- 
ritory. The Russians cannot bear the 
further outlays which they would think 
necessary to defend themselves against 
Great Britain, and we have no bound- 
less reservoir of men. Sikhs are good 
soldiers, even against Russians; but 
the Sikhs are already avoiding enlist- 
ment, pleading that their wages are 
now insufficient £% keep up their dig- 
nity as freeholding 
soldiers. 
While 


we fight strenuously for all we have, 
It is better to avoid new and vast an- 
nexations which for years to come can- 
not pay even for sufficient garrisons.—
